Tbe Tax Bill. 

_____ tj.,, 

Adam Smith, iqiidiis. oelebratj^ vrork 
on the " Wealth oif lljationa," wLen -dia- 
OttsaioK the principle of taxation, eaya: — 
"The BQbjeotB of every Stale ought to 
ooutribata towarda tho aupport of the 
Government as nearly as possible in pro- 
portion to thoir reapoctivo abilities. The 
oipenBO of GoTernniont to tho individu- 
als of a groat nation ia liko tho oipenso 
of uianagumout to tba jjint touanta of a 
groat ostato, who aro all obligod to con 
tribute in proportion to their reapootive 
intore8ts in>-tha estate/'' >A' Oonlmittee of 
the Whole Houae on Tuesday unani- 
mously agreed to ailvise tho Govflrnmont 
to biiug down a Bill to impose a reiil aud 
personiil property tax for tho purpose of 
or«ating a reveiuio; and in coiui)linnoo 
with tliO advice tlio Prouiier has laid be- 
fore tho Houae a JJill to elToct that object. 
In yeatordoy's iaaue we gave a synopsis 
of thli'DtU/'whioH 'ia'I^ngthy, but.hko all 
Mr. Elliott's measurei.oommendablo for its 
perspicacity and oomprehenaiveness. In- 
eluded in tho Bill i» provision for tho 
taxation of unoccupiad UmU at the rate 
of 6 cents per aoro, and unocoiipiod lands 
are defined tp mean LiudHon wliiob there 
is no continuous bona fide ro-iidenoe of 
the owner, his agent or family for the 
apace of two months jmmediately procod- 
in;; tho making out of the asaeabnieiit 
roil. Tho real est ito rate will be ' , of 
one per cent., ami tho perHonal property 
rato will bo l-f) of one ju r cent ou tlio 
aotud cash value of the property. The 
exemptions are Urgo and include Churub 
property (when naad for purpostH of 
worahiyj public buildings of all kiuds, 
houaabold effecta, libraries, wearing ap 
parel, inoomea under 81500 a year, olli- 
oial salariea, money iuveBtoJ iu gold 
mines and gold mining properties. In 
advising tho introduction of tho Bill, tho 
Honsa hss unHnimously odmitt>!d the ne- 
cessity of taxation. It wiiH plijas iut to 
sit in the gallery and obanrve ex-Miu s 
ters swallowing their former pladgea and 
Totinar with the Qovernm-ntm favor of 
a principle which they ha I ijcnored dur- 
ini{ the period of their ollicial life — ignor- 
ed, not because they did not recogniio the 
necessity of crofiting a revenue, but be- 
causo they lacked thu pluck and stamina 
to intro.iuoe-a Tax Bill. Fearing to lose 
thfOr p^rtfdlios,' they sat like co narda in 
their seals for three yi ars — .spending the 
country's patrimony and exluuistiug every 
a ailable source Irom wlii('h moUHv could 
be obtained — disL-ounting tliu luturt, uiul 
trying to cheat th-nm Ives and others 
into the belief that taxation was not 
and never would be a neceaaity. That 
was ^j^de shook the coiintry got when it 
awoke one morning from its no taxation 
dream, and foun 1 itS'lf faoe to faijo «ith 
with a large deticit and a crushing in- 
debtedness. The ox-Minister.s clniclilod 
ftu libly when they saw the dilemma in 
which their sucopssors werj placed. "We 
har'nt left a dollar in tiro treasury," war- 
bled xia6 of them, aveetly, as Iih crossed 
the floor of the House. The "country will 
never — ought never to submit to taxation," 
piped another of the quartett-j. "There 
will bo a rebellion," croaltod a third; and 
"I'll be the Unt to take up lu-un against 
it," "chirruped tlie fourtli. Tlieao re 
marks and opinions were uttt^red atdiiTer 
enttimBsand different places; yet they 
are 80 thbrorigbly in accord as to show 
plainly enough ttist taxation had formed 
the frequent subject of Oiil)inet disons- 
sion during the speakers' ollicial lifetime, 
and that it was not resorted to beoause it 
was feareil the people wouiu uot at^ind it; 
beoauso the then Members were afraid to 
do their duty j;;-af raid to tell the Provmoe 
the truth : afraid to set the people a lesson 
in self jreliance and independence! The 
Elliot Ministry, who were at lirst taunted 
by their enemies with having '-no policy ' 
have developed a bold, vigorouH, states 
manlike policy. A policy which, despite 
the predictions of ex Ministers and tlio r 
organs, is acceptableftp. the Province and 
popular with all cliisflosl because the tax- 
ation to bo imposed under it is liyht, 
equitable and wholesome And— "won 
ders will never cease! ' \Vliat do wo findV 
Tho very mou who dreaded to bring down 
a taxation schomu; who prophccied that 
any Ministry that did would not live 
through a se8sion;who threatened disorder, 
rebel] ion and a general eructiition have 
voted for tho Real and l^ersoiial Tax Bill, 
thus admitting the prmcipli; to bo good 
and tho necessity great! feaul's con\cr- 
sion took place late m life and under cir- 
cumstances most peculiar. It required a 
miracle to change his wicked, persecuting 
heart. 'But tlie ' four ex Ministers have 
been converted from .the error of their 
ways without a miracle. They have suc- 
cumbed to tho RO'.ind, common son.so ar- 
guments of M nstcrs and tlioir support- 
ers. It is true they "kiciiod a gainst the 
pricks" at lirst; but now thoy have turn- 
ed from oppos.ng to supjjorting tho <iov- 
ernment measore. Th>B change of heart 
is the most signal triumph the Elliott 
Qovernmout ha o as yet a -hievod. 

As tu the Bill itself, thore is little in it 
to find fault with. Tho clause tnat ox 
ompts every person with an ioconjo ei 
cooding SIT'OO per anuum from the taxa- 
tion of that income, provided he pays a 
reat'or'pfitsunBl tax, is liable to abuse in 
this way: A man may have au incomo of 
81500 or 82000 a year and oscaiio taxation 
by buying an aero ot uuoccupieil land on 
which he will pay 5 cents per annum. A 
person with an income of ^160U or S^ono 
a year i« well able to cuntribiito a small 
aam per annum fi>r the rovenuo ho enjoys 
nndflxftbe ptotectiou of thu Htat^. What 
tho Qovommont ii very ri^'htly aiming to 
do is to prevont any person paying more 
than liis juKt share; liut an evasi'in such 
aa we have pointed out is qiut« poHHiblo 
sboold the bill pass in its pro cut shape ; 
and there are some who would ovudc its 
provir-ions in the way wo liavo indicated, 
All amendment, tberoforo, should bo in- 
troduced to thii clause fixing tho amount 
BoeoBBary to bo paid on real or poritonal 
property to oxouipt a por.son from the in 
oomo tax e-t, Fay, d5 or SIO. 

Tho unocoupiod land tax is proper and 
jtint. Hundrods of tliouiauda of acres of 
land are looked up all over tho Ciiuntry 
in the bai^df pf speottlatotd who -will not 
lell at a reaiaoiiable' figure. Borne will not 
soil at all; nor will tlioy improve thoir 
land or allow anyone olao to do so. To 
come near homo, in tho .near vicinity 
of Victoria City and E quiiualt Town 
there ar J.2"J.0y0 or 25,000 acres of land 
held, by-a. foreign O'rijoration who will 



that any sensible pTSOn vrould feel jiisti- 
lied iu paying, aud tho land lies idlo and 
unimproved. For year.-i a stock cry at 
olootiiins has boon, "Tax tho speculator." 
But successive Houhos iiavo lacked tlio 
courage to apply tho remedy iu an oll'cc- 
tivo manner. Tbo road tax was a stcf) iu 
tho right direction; but it wius ineiinit- 
atde, as an acreage tax always is. With 
tho road tax land valued at from six 
hundred to one thoupand dollars an acre 
paid no more tlian land that tlio ounerH 
would ))0 kIiuI to (liHpoHe of at .^2 an iu:v''l 
Tho new Tax Bill says to tho landholder, 
"You shall bo rated according to tbo value 
of your land: and if yon will not occupy 
or allow any one olce to occupy it you 
shall pay in addition to the ad valorem tax 
a tax of 6 cents an aero." Here wo find fc'.ie 
actual improver and ocoiijjior of tlio soil 
oxempt-od, and the speculator made to 
contribute, as Adam Smith .says, towards 
tho "management of a groat estate" for re- 
tarding its wealth and progress. The ox- 
omptions under the peroonal property 
tax aro numerous and liberal. Some per- 
sons will say, too liberal; but we should 
rather Roo the Government orr on the side 
of liboi-ality than weigh down every spe- 
cies of property with taxation, as is done 
in Oregon, Washington Territory and 
other American States, where the riiign 
on one's finger and tho watch in h's 
pocket are taxed. 

Tho main points of this Bill will ])roba- 
bly bo discussed to-morrow, wiien it will 
come up for a second reading; aud although 
thore may be Hoino ditl'orenco of ojiinmii 
as to details, it must be ,-atisfaetory to the 
Govornment and the Province to Uiiow 
that tho principle of tho tax has been ac- 
cepted by evert/ /tonorable member. 



English Mali. 

(P«r Steamship City of Panams.l 

On March 30th an a^rian murder 
was cominittccl iu tlio neigbborhoo'.l of 
Micbelstown, Irolaud. Mi. Patrii;k 
Bridges ia tho agent of a largo pro 
perty belonging to Mr. Nathaniel 
Buckloj. cotton spinner, of M inches- 
ter,formerly M. P. for Staleybridge. 
Tho estate Las boon in Mr. Buckley's 
hands only a few years, and tho gi cut- 
er jjurt of tho routs have been revi^ed 
and raised. Thii. has caused dispuies 
with the tenants, and made Mr. Fiit- 
rick Bridges unpopular in tho neigh- 
bourhood. Last summer bo was 
tired at aud woundod ou his own de- 
mesne by an evicted tenant uiuuod 
Cnsey, who escapod.aud has not been 
heard of since. For some davB pu.sl 
Mr.Bridges has been daily iu Miclu is- 
town to receive tbo March rents, and 
March Wth was tho lust d.iy given to 
tho teuuuts for payment. Iu the af- 
ternoou he was returning to his i e.si- 
dence, Qaltea C^tle, on an open car 
driven by a man named Hylaud, uc 
companied by two armed policemen. 
There was also on the car Mr, O'- 
Loughleu, the steward of Mr.Bridges. 
Tho attack was made by three, or, 
as one account says, lour men, 
who la; in wait in a fringe of trees 13 
miles from the town. A 'melee' ensued 
tho police firing in return. The driver 
of the car, Hylands, fell dead at I be 
flrst volley. Mr. Bridges received live 
filugs, but was able to drive homo to 
hia residence, Galtee Castle. Oue of 
the coQBtables, though wounded, seiz 
ed an assassin, an old man named 
Thoa. Crowe, who was doubly armed 
with a bluudcrbuBS and a horse pistol. 
Tho others succeeded in getting away. 
Crowe was taken before the Micliels- 
town magibtrates and remanded. The 
magistrates are determined to make 
special exertions to track the assail- 
ants. It IS feared tha'i there will bo 
great difficulty in obtaining informa- 
tion. Hjlaud leaves a wife nud live 
children. The during character of 
the crime causes great excitement in 
the neighborhood. The outrage is the 
more remarkable as it was market day 
in Michelstown, and tho roads were 
dotted all along with groups of the 
country people returning home.

Tlio lato Mr. Keith liiis 
boon dc/ui about three yoars, and his 
widow and daughters, ap well an his 
son, reside in Halifax. Thay iiave 
many friends in Eqgland, especially 
in the army and navy. It has been 
Htatcd that Mr. Keith isideutical with 
Tbomasson, tho greatest ra'scrouut tho 
world, probably, has over seen, and 
thus groat injury has been done to iiii 
honourable family. Mr. Annand 
trusts that all papers which have given 
currency to the report will publish the 
Htatomont that it has been contia- 
dictod.

Tjio Eight Hon. iiolt Mackenzie, 
the oldest member of Tier Majesty's 
Privy Cour»cil, died on March 3Uth, at 
his house, 28 Wirapole street, aged 
eighty nine. Ho was tho last surviv. 
ing son of Henry Mackenzie, the 
author of the "Man of- Feeling." In 
1807 Mr. Holt Mackenzie entered the 
Civil Sorvioe of tho East India Com- 
pany as a "writer." Ho was appoint- 
ed Deputy-Registrar of Suddor Devr- 
annyaud Nizamut Adawlut; and in 
1817 Secretary to tho Government in 
the Territorial Department. In 1831 
ho returned to England. On his ap- 
pointment in 1S32 as oue of tho Com- 
iiiisoioiier,^ of the Ik)ard of Control he 
was roiniiiatod a Privy Councillor. 

Tho mangled remains of a little girl, 
seven years of age, named Emma Hol- 
land, whose parents reside m Mo;:s 
street, Blackburn, have been found 
noiir tho cemetery. The arms, logs, 
and lieiul had been cut from tho body 
and tlio trunk was folded up iu paper. 
The girl had been missing since Wed- 
nesday.

The legs, cut 
olT by tho thighs, have been found by 
a counliy poiicomau at liiahtou reser- 
voir, four miles away from where the 
trunk of the body was fcmd. The 
police lire senrcliiug all the lodging 
houses and placoa of public resort to 
discover tho culprit. Immouso excito- 
ment prevails.

Dominion Paper. 

The following Act passed at the recent 
session of Parliament makes Dominion 
notes, no matter iu what part of the Du- 

luinion issued, a k>p;al tender in Prince 
Edward Island, British Oolombia and 
Manitoba. Heretofore only notes endors- 
ed "payable at Victoria" were a legal ton- 
dor in British Columbia. When tho Act 
has been set iu operation all Douainion 
notes will be redeemable at tho Receiver- 
General's Office, Victoria, and holder i of 
notes endorsed "payable at Montreal," 
"Toronto" or other places, will not bo 
forced to submit to a "shavo" to gat rid of 
them: 

The Act passed in tho thirty-first year 
of Uor Majesty's Reign, intituled "An 
Act to enable Banks ia any part of Canada 
to v.ie Notes o/ the Dominion instead of 
issuiii;/ Notes n/ l/tair own," as umondod 
by the sovorul Acts, thirty third Victoria, 
cnaptor ten, thirty llfth Victoria, chapter 
8',)vou, and thirty oi^ht Victoria, chapter 
ftvo, is hereby oxtonded and shall apjily 
to the Provinces of Prince Edward la- 
laud, British Columbia and Manitoba, 
and the Provincial and Dominion Notes 
mentioned iu tho Act first cited shall be 
a legal tender in tho Said Provines, in 
like manner as in the othor Provinces to 
w hich tho said Acts now extend, and the 
Ciovernor may iu bis discretion establish 
branch oiUces of tho Keooivor General's 
Department at Chnrlottotown, Victoria 
and Winnipeg, respectively, or any of 
them, for the redemption of Dominion 
Notes, or may make arraDgementS with 
any chartered bauk or banks for the ro- 
deniptiou tlioreof, and may allow a fixed 
sum per annum for such siu'vioo at all or 
any of the Haid jdaces ; and specie or de- 
bentures used at liny such place for ro- 
demiition of Doiniuioii Notes, shall be 
deemed to bo held by the Boceiver 
General.

SINGULAll SUICIDE OF A BRIDE 
: tw^Jday^ A^'^R H,ER MAR- 

lu tho town of Windsor lived two 
men and two ■women, brothers and 
8iator.=», and children of "Wm. Bond. 
Their house was rented from Wm. 

Rice, who has a son named John Rico, 
wlio is em[)loyed us engineer ou tho 
Air Line of the Great Western Rail- 
road. The youngest child of Mr. 
Bond was a daughter named Maggie, 
niul botwooii her and John Bice an at 
tachnient was formed, beginning late 
last November, resulting in marriage 
ut tho bridOjS rcsidonee lust iMoiulay 
evening, and torniiimting Thursday 
afternoon by the suicide of the bride. 
All tbo parties are highly respected, 
and when the nuw.s of the suicide cir- 
culated through Wiudaor, the excite- 
ment was inlenso. Tho facta of the 
sad event appears to be aa follows: — 

Miss Maggie Bond was always of a re- 
tiring and exceedingly sonsitivo naturo, 
iind v\hen the fact of her engiigoment to 
Jlr. Rice became known, her brothers 
and sisters would often lofor to it joking- 
ly, aud invariably she would appear very 
much embarrassed, not to say agonized. 
"Wlif .1 the marriage day drew near she ap- 
peared exceedingly uorvouB, and com- 
plained lliat she Huirered c intinually with 
a distracting beiulaeho. In order thot no 
undue excitement might prevail, and to 
relievo the prospective wife from embar- 
rassment, Mr. Rico proposed that tho 
marriage ceremonoy be performed as 
quieUy as possible. Summoning Rev. 
Dr, Caulfeild, of All Saints" Church, tho 
marriage w-as iierformed, with an elder 
sister of tho bride as tho only witness, 
during tho next two days (^Tuesday and 
Wednesday) tho headache did not disap- 
pear, tho bride was more than ever shy 
and depressed, and bv. looks and speeches 
occasioned considen^blQ anxiety to her re- 
latives. Thursday afternoon she started 
away from home to visit tho meat market, 
wliich is the last that was over seen of her 
alive. Not coming homo, and enquiry 
failing to iliscovcr her whereabouts, her 
husband, prompted by her singular be- 
haviour, began to make enquiries along 
tho river front, and when just above tho 
now railway station found a muflf and a 
pair of gloves lying on the dock, which 
jilently told him what to do. 

Assistance was iirocurod, and all night 
did the hu.sband, his father, and other 
friends d.rag the river, but it was not un- 
til about eight o'clock on Friday morning 
that,^^bo^;jwas found and recognized 
by theTjeretfvbd husband. 

Mr. W. A. Bartlott, coroner, held an 
inquest, and a verdict was returned of sui- 
cide wJiih; temporary insano.

The Troubles at Eurbadoes. 

On .-Vpril Int, Lord Camarvon was yos- 
tereay waited on by a lioputation from tho 
Wo.-t"lnilia Corninittee on tho subject cf 
an alleged proclamation of the Governor 
of BarbadooB inciting tho natives to rebel 
against tho established authority, an 1 to 
jiroohum the proposed scheme of confed- 
eration. Mr. G. Ai Chambers said tho 
Governoi* addre'ssoil himself in the first 
instance to people of property and intel- 
ligence in the 1 sland , anil tho House of 
Assembly and (Jouncil thoro wore oppos- 
ed to the jilan of eoufodoratioii which he 
was anxious to promote. Every man iu 
position in Barba Iocs had esprosse 1 his 
disapproval of the proposeil Bohome. 
Filming it made no way iu the Island, tho 
Governor bad in tho most unconstitution- 
al way uddreHHOii himself to tbo natives; 
and when tho excitable charaotor of those 
])i;ojde was consi iored, their sense of in- 
justice, and their readiness to retaliate, ho 
coidd imagine nothing more maddening 
than the address which the Govermu- 
inado to them. In one letter receiv(>d 
from a corrosiiondent, dated "iHtb Febru- 
arv, it was stated that tho natives were 
burning the canes in every direction, that 
in one night tlii're wer.- as many as nine 
tires, but (ivery day and night had to 
chronicle a like state of things. That 
could not bo attributed to absenteeism, 
inasmuch as most of tho owners either 
resided on the ]>ro]ierties or frequently 
visited thoni. The coniiuunication stated 
further that oinisaaries hiul been omjdoy- 
od to stir up tho people, aud in conlirnia- 
tioii of that they had rocoivod u letter 
from a clorg^mao, who stated that tho 
growing excitement and discontent among 
the negroes showed itself in cane burning 
every night, and muttered insolence as 
tb(> iilatiters jiassed by. The deputation 
fcdt sure that bloodshed would result un- 
less strong measures were a'; onco a<lopl- 
ed. Thoy also feared the sjiread of the 
riots to othor islands, for when tho riots 
in Jamaica took plaoe.it was known to tho 
nogroos of Barbadoes. The Governor, 
failing in his courso with tho Assembly, 
hiwl gone round tho Island and called the 
colored pooido together in tho absence of 
any persons competent to guide thorn. 
The depntjition wished to impross his 
lordship witJi tho fact of .their being dan- 
ger, and asked - biin- to- take tbd stops 
which devolved upon him as protector of 
thoHO isl.mds to save them from further 
danger at once.
